John J. Hoban 





Taking leave this June of the large and lively groves 
of Academe atop Central Hill for a richly warranted 
retirement to his quiet little garden on Broadway and 
what we hope will be the afternoon of his best day is Mr. 
John J. Hoban, history teacher, building master, good 
friend, and compelling advisor to thousands of Somerville 
High School students through _ thirty-eight of 
dedicated service to the academic community. 

A lifelong resident of the city, born and raised in the 
Ward Two bailiwick which he represented aldermanically 
and with distinction during his and the calendar’s early 
twenties, Mr. Hcban grcduated from Somervillee High 
School in 1914. An especially avid student of Latin and

Bernard R. Moulton was elected a Physical Education 
teacher at Somerville High School in 1928. He retired 
in December, 1963. Before coming to Somerville, he was 
Assistant Physical Director at the Y.M.C.A. in Roanoke, 
Virginia, and in 1927 was elected Physical Director of 
Education in the Providence Public Schools. 

Over the years his pupils have been given the oppor- 


history, subjects which he was to teach several years later 
in the Boston and Somerville school systems, he neverthe- 
less found time for proficient involvement in athletics, 
as an end on the football squad and catcher for a trophy- 
winning baseball team that included John Norton, John 
Mitchell, and Walter Whittaker. The lively interest in 
competitive sports has persisted for a lifetime, for to this 
day Mr. Hoban is in the vanguard of rooters whenever 
Somerville teams take to diamond, gridiron, court, and 
track, and no one is a more articulate Monday morning 
quarterback of Friday and Saturday plays. 

He prepared for his teaching career at Boston College, 
which he graduated with a Bachelor of Arts degree in 
1919, his Junior year of undergraduate work having 
been interrupted by service in the United States Navy. 
Graduate credits in history and government at Boston 
College, in education at Calvin Coolidge, and in 
corporation law and finance at WHarvard’s School of 
Business Administration subsequently earned: him his 
Master of Education degree. 

Cross-posted from the Boston schools, Mr. Hoban be- 
came a teacher of Latin and history at Somerville High 
School in October, 1926. He was appointed Master of 
the West Building in 1934. 

Juniors at Somerville High School during the thirty- 
eight years that are telescoped into a few paragraphs of 
biology will remember Mr. Hoban with a very special 
affection. His interest in their pitching arms and T- 
fomations, their tardy and truant steps, their little follies 
and large crises, the coronation of their prom kings and 
queens has made him “a very riband in the cap of 
youth’’. They and all his friends on the faculty wish him 
a happy, healthful retirement.
